ANNOUNCER: Dusting or spraying your peanut crop can add twenty-five dollars 
an acre to your financial return on good land, Actual experi- 
ments in the field have proved it. See your county agent for 
the best ways to dust or spray your peanut plants to control 
leaf-spot and insect damage, Grow more peanuts per acre by 
the proper treatment of the plants at the proper time, 
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ANNOUNCER: Farmers can harvest more peanuts from every acre by dusting or 
spraying their plants, Prevent insect damage and disease and 
produce more food, Actual tests in the field have proved that 
proper treatment will increase peanut yields by more than three 
hundred pounds an acre on good land. That's extra money in the 
farmer's pocket; extra food for the Nation. See your county

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ANNOIMCER: “Protect your peanut crop from plant disease and insects, You 
can increase your yield by as much as three hundred pounds an 
acre on good land with proper dusting and spraying. Watch for 
leaf-spot and leaf-ho»xpers, and see your county agent for recom-— 
mended treatment.
